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DETAILED ACTION 

1. In view of the Brief filed on 7/19/2004, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. A new ground of rejection is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied 
by a supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1.130, 
1.131 or 1.132) or other evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1.193(b)(2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The following are examples: 

It is not clear what is "a thermoplastic material loaded with metallic particles" 
(see claim 4, lines 1-2, claim 7, line 1-2), "a non polymerized conductive material 
"(claim 5, line 2), and "a moist conductive polymer material (see claim 6, lines 1-2), 
please be more specific. 
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Double Patenting 

4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

5. Claims 1-3 and 8 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,677,186 to Zafrany et al, hereinafter '186. Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the subject 
matter claimed in the instant application is fully claimed in the patent and is covered by 
the patent since the patent and the application are claiming common subject matter, as 
follows: 

Zafrany et al' 186 claim of manufacturing a contact less smart card including an 
IC chip and an antenna comprising steps of: producing metallised protrusions on two 
contact pads on the chip (see claim 1 , lines 4-6), said method including the step of 



connecting the chip to the antenna by embedding the metallised protrusions in a 
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thickness of the antenna, a the time that the chip is connected to the antenna (see claim 
1, lines 7-10). 

As applied to claim 2, Zafrany et al* 186 claim limitation of claim 2 (see claim 9). 
As applied to claim 3, Zafrany et al' 186 claim the subject matter as claimed in 
claim 3 (see claim 13). 

As applied to claim 8 Zafrany et al' 186 claim limitation of claim (see claim 10). 

6. Claims 4-7 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,677,186 to Zafrany et al. 

As applied to claims 4 and 5, Zafrany et al do not claim the antenna from a 
thermoplastic material with metallic particles and connecting the chip to the antenna by 
thermo-compression. Thermo plastic material with metallic particles is old and well 
known in the art. It would have been an obvious to one ordinary having skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to employ the teachings of thermo plastic material in 
onto to method invention of Zafrany et al in order to form a desired. 

As applied to claims 6 and 7, Zafrany et al do not claim a moist conductive 
polymer material as recited in claims 6 and 7. It would have been an obvious matter of 
design choice to choose any desired material and its characteristic properties i.e., a 
moist conductor polymer, etc., since applicant has not disclosed that the exact material 
(see claims 6-7) would solve any stated problem or is for any particular purpose and it 
appears that the invention would perform equally well with the material as claimed by 
Zafrany et al.
